Panama City , J an. 2 (A.P.) — 
Sudden rev olt breaking without 
warning today ov erthrew the 
gov ernment of President Arose- 
mena and the capital of the re­ 
public passed into the hands of 
a rev olutionary junta headed by 
Harmodis Arias. 
The rebellion was sponsored by 
the “ Assion Comunal,” a patri­ 
otic organization which has v io­ 
lently criticised what it called 
the “ corruption” of the gov ern­ 
ment 
under 
both 
Presidents 
Chiari and Arosemena. 
Associated with Arias were 
Francisco Arias Paredes, a capi­ 
talist, and J . J . Vallarino, phy ­ 
sician and X-ray specialist. 
This morning a group of about 
one hundred men stormed head­ 
quarters of the national police, 
which also serv e as Panama’s 
only standing army , and after 
firing a few bursts of shot cap­ 
tured the police station. 
Simultaneously an attack was 
made upon the presidential pal­ 
ace, which also fell. 
President 
Arosemena was confined to his 
quarters in the palace, presuma­ 
bly under arrest. 
Sev eral other gov ernment offi­ 
cers were placed under arrest, 
inculding Archibaldo Boy d, gov ­ 
ernor of the prov ince of Panama, 
and Ricardo Arango, head of the 
police. 
The whereabout of Vice Presi­ 
dent Tomas Gabriel Duques was 
not known, but it was believ ed 
he had escaped to safety . The 
second v ice president, Carlos Lo­ 
pez, also was believ ed to hav e 
escaped to the Canal Zone. 
After the first attacks had 
succeeded, armed civ ilians asso­ 
ciated with the rev olutionists 
patrolled the city under the di­ 
rection of General Manuel Quin­ 
tero, who had installed himself 
at the police station.

A LESSON FOR INDUSTRY 
One of the m ost im po rtant of the series of na ­ 
tio n-w ide radio talks by industrial leaders, ai- 
ranged by President Hoover’s emergency com m it­ 
tee for employment, was th a t given recently by 
Henry S. Dennison, president of the Dennison 
M anufacturing Co., explaining the unemploy­ 
m ent fund plan by his firm. 
It was more th an two decades ago th a t the 
Dennison com pany felt th a t it was its duty to 
undertake some so rt of program to m eet the re­ 
curring spasm s of unem ploym ent brought about 
by th e swings of the business cycle. As President 
Dennison rem arks, “the burdens of unemploy­ 
m ent had borne too heavily upon bo th the com­ 
pany and its employes to be put up w ith com­ 
placently. So a plan was devised; and, says Mr. 
D enniso n: 
“We figured th a t if it was good business sense 
to m ake some reservations out of profits in good 
years so th a t dividends m ight no t fail so severely 
in bad ones, then it was equally good sense to set 
up sim ilar reserves from which some part of the 
losses to wage earners could be lessened during 
tim es of unem ploym ent or partial employment. 
“So we m ade a reserve out of the profits of 1915 
Which was added to in the succeeding years, and 
placed it in the control of trustees for such use. 
The exact rules for its distribution were to be 
draw n up and am ended from time to time as ex­ 


perience should dictate, by a jo int committee of 
two from the m anagem ent and two representa­ 
tives of the employes. 
“Since 1921 the fund has been drawn upon to 
make up the pay of our perm anent force of wage 
earners whenever they had to be laid off for lack 
of work, those with dependents getting up to ap­ 
proximately 8 0 per cent of norm al rates, and 
those w itho ut dependents up to approxim ately 
60 per cent of normal. We could no t guarantee 
such paym ents for all time because we had no 
sufficient records of experience to tell us w hat 
such a guarantee would involve, but the pay­ 
m ents were to continue as long as the fund 
lasted, and have continued, as a m atter of fact, 
w itho ut any interruptio n to date.*’ 
As Mr. Dennison points out, the results have 
been extremely valuable. Much suffering has 
been averted, the purchasing power of the home 
community has been sustained, the morale of the 
workers has been improved, and the company 
has had an added incentive to plan wisely in 
order to elim inate unem ploym ent whenever pos­ 
sible. 
The object lesson, it seems to us, ought to be 
bro ught home to every industrialist in the coun- : 
try. If industry itself canno t devise some plan 
for its workers, the federal governm ent will; and 
business men who dread the "dole" can heed the 
warning while there is yet time.

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A LESSON FOR INDUSTRY 


One of the most important of the series of na- 


tion-wide radio talks by industrial leaders, ar- 
ranged by President Hoover's emergency commit- 
tee for employment, was that given recently by 
flefcry S. Dennison, president of the Dennison 
"Manufacturing Co., explaining the unemploy- 
ment fund plan by his firm. 


Tt was more than two decades ago that the 


Dennison company felt that it was its duty to 
undertake some sort of program to meet the re- 
curring spasms of unemployment brought about 
. toy f he swings of the business cycle. As President 


Dennison remarks, "the burdens of unemploy- 
ment had borne too heavily upon both the com- 
pany and its employes to be put up with com- 
placently. So a plan was devised; and, says Mr. 
Dennison: 


"We flgurea that if it was -good business sense 


to make some reservations out of profits In good 
years so that dividends might not fail so severely 
to bad ones, then it was equally good sense to set 
ftp Similar reserves from which some part of the 
Josses to wage earners could be lessened during 
times ol unemployment or partial employment. 


"So we made a reserve out of the profits of 1915 


Which was added to in the succeeding years, and 


- placed it in the control of trustees for such use. 


The exact rules for its distribution were to be 
drawn up and amended from time to time as ex- 


perience should dictate, by a joint committee of 
two from the management and two representa- 
tives of the employes. 


"Since 1921 the fund has been drawn upon to 


make up the pay of our permanent force of wage 
earners whenever they had to be laid off for lack 
of work, those with dependents getting up to ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of normal rates, and 
those without dependents up to approximately 
60 per cent of normal. We could not guarantee 
such payments for all time because we had no 
sufficient records of experience to tell us what' 
such a guarantee would involve, but the pay- 
ments were to continue as long as the fund 
lasted, and have continued, as a matter of fact, 
without any interruption to date." 


As Mr. Dennison points out, .the results have 


been extremely valuable. Much suffering has 
been averted, the purchasing power of the home' 
community has been sustained, the morale of the 
workers has been improved, and the company 
has had an added incentive to plan-wisely in 
order to eliminate unemployment whenever pos- 
sible. 


The object lesson, it seems to us, ought to be 


brought home to every industrialist in the coun- 
try. If industry itself cannot devise some plan 
for its workers, the federal government will; and 
business men who dread the "dole" can heed the 
warning while there is yet time.
